Adventure Training 



Adventure Training has had an 
excellent start as a crease at B.C.S., 
under the leadership of Messrs. 
Cruickshank, McGuigan and Ms. 
Tirk. 

On the technical side of things 
(ropes course, equipment, etc.), the 
crease has made great progress. On 
the members' part, the crease has 
been a learning experience, difficult 
at some times, but beneficial al- 
ways. 

Adventure Training was divided 
into two groups, with Mr. Mc- 
Guigan instructing one, and Ms. 
Tirk the other; both under the 
general direction of Mr. Cruick- 
shank. 

They started off quite early, first 
with Emergency Care. The first 
weekend we did a Search and Res- 
cue for Allison Garrett and Art 
Campbell. Throughout the first few 
weeks, the crease passed various 
Initiative Tests such as scaling a 
fourteen foot wall and performing 
Karabiner Walks. 

After practising across a stream 
in the woods behind the school, the 
crease crossed a gorge in Stan stead 
County on a Tyrolean Traverse. 

The weekend after the Traverse, 
both crews drove out to Brompton- 
ville on alternate days to face Cliff- 
Climbing and Rapelling. 

On the third of October, A.T. 
left for the Long Trail and the 
Green Mountains in Vermont, to 
go backpacking. Both crews were 
to criss-cross Mt. Mansfield and 
meet at the top for lunch on 
Saturday. Needless to say, the trip 
was quite a success. 

The next excursion started on 
October 17. Again both crews 
were to criss-cross, but this time 
they would meet for the night half- 
way through a thirty mile trek 
through Camel's Hump State Park 
and The Long Trail. It was not 
easy going due to the fact that on 
Friday and Saturday both crews 
averaged twelve miles. It was also 
snowing and at near freezing tem- 
peratures. Everyone was quite 
proud of themselves with what they 
had accomplished. 

On October 24, Adventure 
Training went on it's final expedi- 



tion, the personal Solos. Each 
member of the crease was supplied 
with a tent, a sleeping bag, as well 
as water, and was let off at various 
locations on Mr. Cruickshank's 
farm for the weekend, to be picked 
up again on Sunday.

SENIOR FOOTBALL 

This year's season began with 
the game against Ashbury College 
School on September 20th. The 
offense displayed fantastic drive, 
chalking up twenty points, and the 
defense made their first of the 
season's three shutouts. 

Our second game of the season 
was also an exhibition one, this time 
against Lower Canada College from 
Montreal. They were huge as com- 
pared to us, but size made no 
difference as we managed to stay 
quite close to them, losing only 
in the last three minutes. The final 
score was twenty-one to fifteen. 

Our first game in league play was 
against Massey Vanier Regional 
High School. We managed to coast 
into victory alley, by a score of 
twenty-one to nothing. 

We were now well into the sea- 
son, and league action. It was now 
time to meet our arch rivals, 
Stanstead College School. The game 
was played on Saturday October 
4th, at Stanstead. From a spectator's 
viewpoint, the game was marvel- 
lous to watch, with each team 
trading touchdowns, in the first half 
of play, until the last minute of 
play, when we moved together yet 
another scoring drive which led us 
on to victory. (28-21) 

Our next match was against 
Alexander Gait Regional High 
School. It was a gloomy day, and 
again our opponents outweighed us 
by a considerable amount. We dug 
deep and chalked up another vic- 
tory, this time by a score of thirty 
to thirteen. 

Now came a break in the season, 
the Old Boys' Game. This year's 
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Old Boys' turnout was probably 
the best the school has seen for a 
long while. Conditioning was as 
usual a prime factor. By the end 
of the first half, the score was six to 
nothing in our favour. The Old 
Boys' began to tire, giving us the 
advantage. We began to run away 
with the game, and by the end, 
had rolled up a score of twenty- 
one points. But, near the closing 
minutes of the game, we became 
over-confident and thus began to 
let up. They got two easy touch- 
downs due to slackness, but we 
managed to hang on and win by 
a score of twenty-one to fifteen. 

On Saturday October 13th we 
played Massey Vanier Regional 
High School. Despite the rain and 
poor traction, we played one of 
our better games of the season, 
establishing an early running game 
with excellent blocking throughout. 
The score by the end of the game 
said it all: 29-0 in our favour. 

On Saturday October 18th we 
suffered a painful loss to Stanstead 
College School. The game was 
played under miserable conditions 
because of constant rain causing 
poor traction etc. They were really 
up for the game and we just couldn't 
seem to get any sort of effective 
rush together. Well, we lost every- 
thing in that game by a score of 
twenty-six to fourteen. We had lost 
the trophy, because the total point- 
age of the two games was in their 
favour, and also a chance at clinch- 



ing the league. 

It was behind us now and all we 
had left was our game against 
Alexander Gait Regional High 
School on October 25th. We had 
really worked hard that week, and 
were well prepared for the game. 
It showed. By the end of the game 
we had scored fifty points against 
them to their fourteen points against 
us. It was a nice way to finish the 
season, on a happy note, with a 
seven (wins) and two (losses) 
record. 

BOYS SENIOR SOCCER

team had a very respectable 10-4-2 
won loss record. All good things 
came to an end as they lost in a 
heartbreaker in the Semi-finals 3-2. 
The season included a victory over 
Ashbury, and two each from L.

On October 19th the team was 
invited by RVR to play in a Tour- 
nament at St. Helen's Island. We 
won two games, we tied one and 
lost one.

Agora and the U*N. have seen 
some challenge during these past 
few months in interschool debates, 
the Appleby tournament, and the 
planning of future U.N. seminars. 
Michael Austin triumphed in sev- 
eral Rotary oratory contests, until 
his defeat in Montreal at the end 
of summer vacation.

Agora 
will participate in the McGill 
Debating Tournament, and the Que- 
bec Provincials (hopefully continu- 
ing on to victory in the Canadian 
Nationals), plus innumerable inter- 
school competitions.

28th which will exhibit many forms 
of public speaking, including news 
broadcasting, poetry readings, and 
dramatic presentations, and will 
attend the Plymouth Model U.N. 
Seminar in the spring, the Canton 
Seminar in New York, as well as 
the familiar Optimist and Rotary 
public speaking contests.
